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Island hosts fundraiser 
in memory of Chris 


FRIENDS of the late Chris Jones are 
holding a fundraiser called ‘Hedgefest’ 
in his memory, at Barry Island Sports 
and Social Club on August 22. 

Chris’s nickname was Hedgehog - he was a 
local animal welfare volunteer, a musician and 
poet. 

He died at the age of just 46 on May 22, and 
there was a huge turnout at his funeral recently 
at the United Reform Church on Windsor Road. 

His mother Jean told The GEM: “He was 
unbelievably talented in both poetry and music - 
and I’m not just saying that because I’m his 
mum!” 

Jean also explained that his love of animals 
began at a very young age. 

“When he was three, we lived on The Parade, 
near the Old Harbour. He went missing, only to 
be found at the Knap feeding the swans. 

“This was a sign of his love of nature and 
animals which never ceased. 

“From an early age he had a thing about 
birds - small, big, or injured. He and his 
brothers brought them home, and fed them 
worms and bread and milk, until they were 
strong enough to leave.”

In adulthood, Chris went on to work as a 
volunteer with Barry Swan Rescue Centre, and 
in September 2006, he was featured in The GEM 
after the centre nursed an injured raven back to 
health - Chris and colleague Paul Bird took 
‘Merlin’ up to a new home at the Tower of 
London. 

Jean said: “Through poetry, Chris expressed 
his many expriences in life. The good times and 
the bad. 

“His proudest moment was the birth of his 
daughter, Carys Natalie, who was named by 
him. On the day she was born, he wrote the first 
of many poems dedicated to her, scribbled on 
the cover of the medical booklet. 

“His happiest days were spent as a volunteer 
at Barry Swan Rescue. 

“Chris was in his element - picking up strays, 
getting them well, and returning them to their 
natural habitat. 

“His greatest achievement was taking Merlin, 
the raven, to the Tower of London. The raven 
still lives there - although it was discovered ‘he’ 
was a ‘she’ - but they decided to keep the name! 

“People will also remember his love of dogs 


especially his own dog, Celt. 

“Chris was extremely proud of his Welsh 
roots, and spoke a bit of the language. He loved 
to watch the Welsh rugby and football teams.” 

Ann Bird, the founder of Barry Swan Rescue 
Centre, said she had very fond memories of 
Chris. 

“He really mucked in at the centre and would 
jump into lakes to rescue birds. 

“Chris also looked after the rescue centre to 
allow us to go on holiday. 

“Going up to the Tower of London with Paul 
was one of the best days of his life. 

“He had a great sense of humour - you could 
take the mickey out of him and he would take 
the mickey out of you. He got on with everyone 
and will be missed very much.” 

Chris slipped away very peacefully on May 
22, but he has not been forgotten by the local 
community, and Hedgefest, at which local bands 
and his friends will perform, aims to raise funds 
for YMCA in his memory. 

The event is being held at Barry Island Sports 
and Social Club, Redbrink Crescent on Friday, 
August 22, at 7pm. Tickets are £5 each.

Pritchard’s poem 
about the First 
World War in last 
week’s GEM. 

However, I must take 
issue with him on one 
point: He says that 
4,000 men from Wales 
perished at Mametz 
Wood 1 . 

I feel the public 
should know that this is 
not correct, 

While the total 


casualties were indeed 
about 4,000 (3,993 is 
the figure usually given) 
only - if that is the right 
word, 602 - were 
actually recorded as 
killed, although more 
probably died of 
wounds later. 

This sort of error, 
mixing total casualties 
of killed, wounded and 
missing, and assuming 
all were killed is, 
regrettably, common. 

Many TV 

programmes still claim 
that we lost 60,000 dead 
on the first day of the 
Battle of the Somme 
when, again, these were 
the total casualties with 
the number killed being 
about 20,000. 

The death tolls in this 
and, indeed, any war, 
are dreadful enough and 
do not need to be 
exaggerated in this way.

HOW TRAGEDY OF 
LUSITANIA CAME 
HOME TO BARRY

2014 is an 
important year for 
Barry, its Town 
Council and our 
cemetery - we have 
already decided to 
commemorate the 
125th anniversary 
of the opening of 
Merthyr Dyfan 
cemetery. 

But it does not end 
here: 2015 will soon be 
upon us... In 1915, 
nearly a year into the 
Great War, the famous 
liner RMS Lusitania was 
sunk by a German U- 
boat with massive loss 
of life. 

On May 1, 1915, the 
huge liner Lusitania 
departed New York en 
route for Liverpool. On 
May 7, the German U20 
torpedoed Lusitania 11 
miles off the old Head of 
Kinsale Lighthouse. 

It sank within 20 
minutes in 300 feet of 
water, killing around 
1,200 passengers and 
crew. There were a 
reported 764 survivors. 

Queenstown in 
County Cork was 
reported as resembling a 
vast morgue, and 
confusion reigned as the 
huge job of identifying 
the victims began. 

How does this all 
relate to Barry and our 
cemetery? The 
steamship Kyleford 
arrived at Barry on May 
12, and its Master, 
Captain Duncan 
Graham, reported that 
they had recovered two 
bodies while on their 
normal route - one male 
and one female. 

The man was in a 
lifebelt with the word 
Lusitania on it and 
Graham reported that the 
woman had been found 
floating face upwards. 

Shortly afterwards, 
Police Inspector Thomas 
and several constables 


had the bodies removed 
to the town mortuary. 

It was reported that 
large crowd had 
gathered on the quayside 
and on hearing that they 
were victims of the 
Lusitania, dock 
workmen bared their 
heads and many broke 
down. The bodies were 
moved by Messrs. James 
Jones and Co. of Barry 
Dock by funeral 
carriage. 

Unfortunately, the 
woman could not be 
identified, but she was a 
woman of means, 
judging by the costly 
jewellery she was 
wearing. This included 
diamond earrings, pearl 
necklet, gold and 
diamond bracelet and 
two platinum rings 
studded with brilliants. 
One ring was on the 
same finger as an 
American gold wedding 
ring. She appeared to be 
between 45 and 50 years 
of age, with grey hair 
dyed black, and was 
about 5ft 3in tall. The 
police quickly released 
this description to the 
press to help with 
identification. 

The official inquest 
was opened on May 20 
before Mr D Rees, the 
divisional coroner and 
witnesses were 
interviewed. 

The description of the 
lady differed somewhat 
following a proper 
examination; she was 
now described as around 
50, 5ft 6 Vi inches tall 
,with gray hair dyed 
black. 

Her clothing bore the 
initials CW and the 
description of her 
jewellery came out as 
slightly different. Dr P J 
O’ Donnell (a former 
Mayor of Barry and co¬ 
founder of the cemetery) 


attributed the cause of 
death as by drowning. 
The Coroner proposed 
adjourning the inquiry 
into the lady until the 
next week as it seemed 
that she would be 
identified as Catherine E 
Willery or Willesy. 

He ordered the body 
to be embalmed. Shortly 
afterwards, a man 
arrived from Paris and 
formally identified the 
body and organised 
removal to Liverpool for 
shipment to Chicago for 
burial. 

She was a widow who 
was travelling to 
England to stay with 
friends. The value of her 
jewellery was estimated 
at around £2,000 or 
around £180,000 in 
modern value. Her story 
for us ends here. 

At the resumed 
coroner’s hearing 
William Barnes, the 
chief bedroom steward 
onboard the Lusitania 
was giving evidence. He 
said that he had seen the 
body of the man and 
believed that he was one 
of the passage workers 
who wasn’t a regular 
hand, but could not 
name him. 

The Coroner closed 
the case, having 
established the identity 
of the lady, but unable to 
do so for the man. The 
jury returned a verdict of 
‘wilful murder’ against 
the person who fired the 
torpedo. The 
accomplices were the 
officers of the 
submarine, and the 
Kaiser, under whose 
orders this particular act 
was carried out. 

So who was the 
mystery man? They did 
not find out and will not 
find out now, nearly a 
century later. 

His description given 


at the inquiry was as 
follows: Male, 28 to 30 
years, medium build, 
light brown hair, light 
ginger moustache, one 
tooth missing front upper 
jaw, had at one time 
fractured his skull, 
height 5’8. He was 
wearing blue serge 
trousers, pink merino 
vests and white merino 
pants, both lined with 
wool, striped cotton shirt 
marked ‘Anderson Bros, 
Makers, 27 Bridge 
Street, Glasgow’, light 
lace-up boots, stamped 
inside Holober Bros., 

501 West 14th Street, 
New York, grey socks 
that had been footed 
with light bluish- 
coloured wool, light 
colour braces with the 
word ‘Hague ’ on the 
buckle. He also wore a 
plain leather belt with a 
nickel buckle. 

He was buried in our 
Merthyr Dyfan cemetery 
on May the 18th, 11 days 
after Lusitania was 
torpedoed and was laid 
to rest in grave A1083. 
The purchase of the 
grave cost 18 shillings 
and was a common 
grave later followed by 
four other bodies 
ranging from a 95- year- 
old lady in 1935, two 
stillborns and a four- 
day-old girl. The records 
mark him as an unknown 
person picked up off 
Kinsale Island from the 
RMS Lusitania. 

Reverend Longdon 
officiated, who happened 
to be a longstanding 
member of the council. 

I have asked for this 
to be included on an 
agenda for the cemetery 
to seek to mark the 
grave.

A LOCAL hospital consultant will be 
taking part in the Arch to Arc cycle ride 
from London to Paris later this month. 

The consultant breast surgeon at the Princess 
of Wales Hospital, Bridgend, is well into his 
training for the gruelling 350-mile challenge, 
which will see him raise money for the breast 
endowment funds POW and Neath Port Talbot 
hospitals have run for many years. 

The event starts in Marble Arch on July 23 
and ends at the Arc de Triomphe on July 26, the 
day before the Tour de France finishes. 

He explained: “We’ll be covering 80-90 miles 
a day, but the final stage will be 26 miles into the 
centre of Paris. 

“I’ve done a bit of cycling over the last couple 
of years - short distances after work to get some 
fresh air and clear my head, but nothing more 
serious than that, until now. 

“My brother asked me about it during my 
daughter’s 18th birthday party and I agreed. 
There will be a small group of us going, as part 
of his firm’s annual charity ride.” 

Richard has been training since before 
Christmas and is now clocking up about 120 
miles a week: “It’s actually quite good fun. I’m 
getting fitter and losing weight. 

“I’m doing a lot of hill work at the moment. 
Fortunately, the route is (I’m told, relatively 
flat), but even so, I don’t think Chris Froome 
has anything to worry about.” 

Sponsorship forms are available in both 
hospitals for staff and patients who would like to 
support Richard. They are located in the day 
case and main theatres, outpatients and with the 
breast care nurses. 

He also has a page on BT’s My Donate 
website, with all donated money going to the 
cause. 

The endowment funds are used to buy 
equipment for breast cancer outpatient 
departments and operating theatres at Princess 



of Wales and Neath Port Talbot hospitals. 

Richard added: “Everything the money is 
spent on is for the benefit of breast cancer 
patients.”

A pothole is a point where the asphalt 
has eroded and a depression forms. As they age,” 
road surfaces become increasingly porous and 
absorb more rainwater. Frost also affects the 
road, as the water seeps down, freezes and 
expands, gradually breaking the surface, causing 
bits of the road to loosen.Vehicles driving over 
the pothole will also make the dip grow over time.

If 
crews are inundated over a weekend, we will add 
any remaining potholes to our existing weekly 
schedule. 

How is The BIG Fill different to what happens 
with reporting a pothole now? 

Currently, our highways inspectors and 
contractors, Birkett LGA Ltd, work to a weekly 
Monday to Friday schedule. But during The BIG 
Fill, our crews will also work most weekends at 
comparable weekday contract costs. Emergency 
potholes identified in a high risk area will still be 
fixed within 24 hours. 


I can’t park because your team is filling 
potholes on the road. How long will they be? 

If a pothole is circled in white, it is on our‘to do’ list 
for the following weekend. So, if you see a circled 
pothole, please do not park near it during the weekend. 
Please be patient with us if we are in your way - our 
team should have the job done within an hour. 

Will The BIG Fill cause any disruption? 

The machinery will cause some unavoidable noise but 
we will be advertising work in advance. Our crews 
will not begin noisy work until 9am on Saturdays and 
9.30am on Sundays. Where necessary, we will use 
temporary traffic controls - we aim to fix each 
pothole within one hour to minimise any disruption.

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Four years after child 
tragedy, MP welcomes 
electric gate measures 


FOUR years after the tragic death of a 
child in Bridgend from an electronic gate, 
charity Gatesafe and its patron Madeleine 
Moon MP, have secured reforms to 
increase the safety of electric fences across 
the country. 

Earlier this month the Government’s Minister for 
Disabilities wrote to the Bridgend MP outlining a 
series of changes the Health and Safety Executive is 
implementing to improve the safety of electric gates 
across Wales and the whole of the UK. 

The letter followed a meeting in March, where 
Mrs Moon and Richard Jackson, head of Gatesafe, 
which campaigns on the issue of gate safety, met 
with the Minister and the Health and Safety 
Executive, to call for changes to help prevent 
another tragic death occurring again. 

Mrs Moon reported that after highlighting how 
the guidance on what is needed to ensure gate safety 
needed clarifying, the Minister in his response stated 
that the HSE had already drawn up simple advice in 
the forms of FAQs to clarify what would and 
wouldn’t be safe. 

The HSE is also drawing up more detailed advice 
for installers that will be available by the autumn. 

The Gatesafe campaign emerged after July 2010, 
when five-year-old Karolina Golabek from Bridgend 
died when safety features on a gate near her home 
failed. In June the case against the two firms 
involved in building and maintaining the gate 
concluded. The firms admitted they had failed to 
follow safety guidelines and were fined £110,000 by 
the courts. 

Following the announcement by the Government, 
Mrs Moon said:“I was especially pleased to see the 
Minister acknowledged the role Karolina’s tragic 
death had had in leading his department to look at 
the relevant standards and to recognise that they did 
not provide adequate safeguards. 

“The Department of Works and Pensions has also 
raised a formal objection with the European 
Commission and they expect the European 
Commission for Standardisation to work on revising

standards to meet the concerns we have raised. 

“I feel confident that the changes needed to 
prevent further tragedies with electronic gates are 
now beginning to take place.” 

Richard Jackson, head of the charity GateSafe, 
said: “We are, of course, delighted to hear that the 
HSE has taken steps to improve the guidance on key 
safety issues for automated gates and we look 
forward to receiving feedback on the progress with 
the European Commission and European Committee 
for Standardisation. 

“Whilst we absolutely welcome this progress, we 
maintain there is a need to demystify/simplify the 
advice to installers/end users on what actually 
constitutes a safe automated gate - and to deliver 
any revised recommendations in a format that is easy 
for the professional installer to comprehend. 

“Our Gate Safe Aware training represents a very 
practical course, which focuses less on the theory of 
the standards, and more on the hands-on risk 
assessment-led approach to delivering a safe and 
compliant automated gate.” 

Further meetings between the HSE and Gatesafe 
are now planned to ensure these changes are 
embedded into practise across the UK.

ENTER THE AGE OF EXTINCTION! 


I T’S often been 
said that should 
the world be 
blasted by a 
nuclear explosion, 
then the only thing 
to survive would be 
cockroaches. 

Based on his ability to 
chum out the same 
formulaic, overly-glo s sy 
‘action spectaculars’ that 
spell ‘ker-ching’ for 
studios, it seems you 
could add Michael Bay 
to that list. 

Having said that he 
was finished with the 
Transformers franchise 
after 2011’s Dark of the 
Moon , Bay has returned 
to the cash cow, having 
stated that this outing, 
subtitled Age of 
Extinction , will act as a 
new beginning for the 
franchise, starting a new 
trilogy. 

It stars Mark 
Wahlberg as Cade 
Yeager, who along with 
his daughter (Nicola 
Peltz) and her boyfriend 
(Jack Reynor), find 
themselves caught up in 
an all-out war as 
Autobots and 
Decepticons are hunted 
down by a shadowy 
group marshalled by 
Harold Attinger (Kelsey 
Grammer); teaming with 
Optimus Prime, Cade 
must try to stop 
Attinger’s plan, which 
sees Prime hunted by a 


bounty hunter called 
Lockdown... 

The Transformers 
franchise has been a case 
of diminishing returns 
since the first one, the 
films seemingly 
designed to show that 
Michael Bay loves fast 
cars, beautiful women, 
sunsets and computer¬ 
generated carnage. 

The nadir seemed to 
be Dark of the Moon’s 
near-hour climax of loud 
noises and computerised 
robots battling each 
other. 

For all Bay’s talk of 
how this new trilogy 
would be different from 
the previous one, in 
reality, this comment is 
almost as foolhardy as 
those who consider these 
films to be in any way 
worthwhile. 

Age of Extinction is a 
bone-jarringly atrocious 
piece of film making for 
an audience who care 
little for basic elements 
such as character 
development and 
storytelling - 
desensitised to Bay’s lust 
for spectacle and flashy 
visuals by the video 
games they spend most 
of their lives on. 

There is not one iota 
of artistic merit in this 
film at all; while the 
human cast have all 
been parachuted in to 
replace the previous 
trilogy’s acting ensemble

(and the word ‘acting’ is 
used in the loosest 
possible terms), the main 
stars of the show are the 
titular robots, many of 
whom are new to 
proceedings but look the 
same and behave the 
same. 

In all honesty, you’re 
not all that bothered who 
they are, and as the film 
progresses, couldn’t 
really care less about 
what happens to them. 

The story takes a 
jumping off point (that, 
after their monotonous 
demolition of Chicago in 
the last film, both 
Autobots and 
Decepticons are being 
hunted down to pay for 
what they did, despite 
the Autobots’ assistance 
in saving humanity). 

It then completely 
wastes it with inane 
dialogue - a story that is 
purely designed to move 
from action set-piece to 
action set-piece, with 
character development 
and dialogue that is best 
described as hackneyed. 

Yeager’s daughter’s 
boyfriend is a stock car 
racer - why? (When he 
performs a death- 
defying driven escape, 
we know it’s not luck) 


and fails to elicit 
anything from the 
audience other than 
painful apathy. 

It doesn’t help that it’s 
duller than the the 
average member of The 
Only Way Is Essex When 
said dullness is stretched 
to a running time of 160 
minutes, it becomes an 
endurance test for the 
strongest-willed of 
cinemagoers. 

It doesn’t help that 
Bay makes the film look 
just like all the others - 
the action sequences feel 
like retreads from 
previous escapades, 
while the repetitive use 
of his stylistic tics, 
repeated use of wonky 
camera angles and heat 
hazes (not to mention 
the sunset shot that feels 
almost pastiche now), 
ends up grinding. 

His cast work with 
what they have, but their 
performances just don’t 
wor. Wahlberg tries 
gamely, but can’t help 
overplaying his hand to 
compensate for the lack 
of any real depth, while 
both Nicola Peltz and 
Jack Reynor are an 
improvement on the 
previous trilogy’s young 
lovers but still fail to 


resonate. Stanley Tucci 
salvages some pride 
with a hammy 
performance that knows 
the sort of film it’s in, 
but Kelsey Grammer 
plays a one-note bad guy 
with no real aplomb. 

It’s hardly surprising 
that Age of Extinction is 
something of an exercise 
in making a film devoid 
of subtlety or indeed 
quality, particularly 
given how automated 
and intelligence- 
insulting the franchise 
has become. 

But for a film 
supposedly based on 
new starts, it doesn’t 
even come close to 
treading new ground. 

While the popular 
opinion may differ, 
judging by the large box 
office this film has 
generated so far, both 
the franchise, and 
Michael Bay, should be 
entering an Age of 
Extinction themselves. 

VERDICT: 
Monotonous, bloated, 
intelligence-insulting, 
leaden, creatively 
bankrupt, overlong, 
migraine inducing, 
painful... and that’s just 
the opening hour. That 
such a terrible, low-brow

JUST two weeks 
after Llantwit 
Major Archers 
dominated the 
Welsh & Open Field 
Archery 
Championships, the 
club was back in 
action at the UK & 
Ireland Field 
Archery 
Championships, 
where they helped 
the Welsh team 
achieve its most 
successful ever 
results. 

The UK & Ireland 
Championships were 
hosted by Wales on July 
12-13 at the Glyncornel 
Field Archery Centre in 
Ton Pentre, Rhondda. 

This is the premier 
field archery tournament 
in the Home Nations and 
the local club was 
looking strong going into 
the tournament, after 
having dominated the 


recurve freestyle and 
barebow recurve division 
at the Welsh 
Championships a 

fortnight earlier. 

While the weather was 
near perfect, the standard 
of the competition was 
very high and the courses 
were set to be very 
difficult, with the host 
club, Pentref Bowmen, 
using the hilly terrain to 
create some extremely 
challenging shots. 

In the gents recurve 
division, former two- 
time world champion 
Mat Symmonds used his 
experience, coping very 
well with the terrain to 
return an impressive 
round one score. 

However, he was 
edged into second 
position by another 
former world champion, 
Jonathan Shales of 
England. 

Round two was much 
the same story, with 
Shales taking a small but 
significant lead to land 


the title, with the local 
archer having to settle for 
the silver medal. 

Nathan Trew, shooting 
in the same division, 
suffered a little from the 
demands of the course in 
the first round to be in 
fifth place overnight, but 
he rallied during the 
second and final round to 
finish in fourth. 

It was good news in 
the ladies recurve 
division as well where 
club chairman Teresa 
Goodwin continued to 
impress. Teresa took gold 
two weeks earlier at the 
Welsh Championships at 
her first international 
appearance. 

This time around she 
scored another two 
personal best scores to 
finish second, having 
displaced several much 
more experienced 
archers. 

In the junior recurve 
division, newly-crowned 
Welsh Champion, Ethan 
Ashley Perks, put in a

solid performance. He 
was unable to hold out 
experienced Scottish 
international Thomas 
Witton of Fife but landed 
the silver medal. 

There was success for 
the local club also in the 
barebow recurve division 
where Ieuan Graham 
defeated fellow 

Welshman Joseph Gale 
of Treorchy to take gold, 
while Claire Campbell 
impressed on only her 
second international 
appearance to take the 
bronze medal in the 
ladies barebow division. 

The biggest success of 
the weekend for Wales 
was the Home Nations 
Team Championship and 
Llantwit Major archer 
Mat Symmonds featured 
in the Welsh Team. 

In 2013, the national 
team won the title for the 
first time in 20 years, so 
this year’s event was 
hotly anticipated in 
Wales. 

This time around the 
team did not disappoint, 
defeating second-placed 
England by a record 
margin of over 200 
points to make a 
successful defence of the 
title. 

Symmonds, Wales’ 
most successful archer of 
all time, will win his 
153rd international cap 
in just over three weeks 
time when he starts for 
Wales at the IFAA World 
Field Archery 

Championships in Sioux 
City in the United States.

AYOUNG 
Bridgend graduate 
is taking on a solo 
cycling challenge of 
1,100 miles for 
charity. 

Tom Williams lost his 
father to a stroke in 1999 
when he was just seven 
years old. Now aged 22, 
Tom is determined to 
complete an incredible 
fundraising challenge for 
the Stroke Association, 
that will see him cycle 
from Calais to Rome in 
14 days.

WILL the calls to 
attend swarms get 
any fewer this 
month? It does not 
seem to be likely as 
the calls are still 
coming in. 

However, there is a 
definite change in the 
weather, cooler 
conditions are present 
and this will bring about 
a change in our colonies’ 
activities. 

Here at Fonmon 
Apiary, three of my 
hives have swarmed, 
despite my best efforts. 
Two of the three 
swarmed colonies are 
proceeding as they 
should - that is, the new 
queens are now present 
and it will be at least a 
month before I can 
expect to see any 
internal signs i.e. eggs 
being laid. 

Each new queen 
should make a mating 
flight from her hive to 
meet up with males 
(drones) and on her 
return, a new colony 
structure will proceed. 

As with all things to 


do with beekeeping, the 
weather plays a 
dominant role. If 
conditions are such that 
the new queens cannot 
make the required 
mating flight, I will have 
a colony of bees where 
the unmated queen can, 
and will, start laying 
eggs, - but the bees that 
will emerge from these 
eggs will be drones 
(males) 

This colony will be 
doomed, as it must have 
workers present 
(females) 

I will keep a close eye 
on things. Now, what 
about the third colony? 

It was very noisy when I 
opened it up - instead of 
a gentle, shall we say, 
humming sound - the 
bees were frantic and a 
distinct roaring noise 
was apparent. 

This should alert the 
beekeeper as it signifies 
that all is not well. They 
are queen-less. The new 
queen may well have 
gone on a mating flight 
and has failed to return. 
A shower of rain may 
have caught her out, or a

bird could have seized 
her! 

Whatever the reason, 
this colony now has 
problems, there are no 
eggs present so no new 
queen can be 
forthcoming. Left to 
themselves one of the 
existing females will 
start laying eggs but 
they, too, will only 
emerge as drones 
(males) and we are back 
to square one. 

(I have used one of the 
swarms I have gathered 
to hopefully correct 
things, but I will 
describe the method in a 
later article). 

ROYAL 

INTEREST 

Dyffryn Gardens had a 
royal visit this month 
and a display of the 
beekeeping activity was 
requested. On entering 
our marquee, there was 


much interest shown by 
Prince Charles and the 
Duchess of Cornwall, as 
they are both 
beekeepers. They 
remarked upon the 
predominance of 
swarms, so even royal 
bees do their own thing. 

I had a conversation 
with the Duchess and 
she is aware of current 
problems in the 
beekeeping world, her 
knowledge stems from 
the fact that she has 
colonies of her own. 

So far, this year has 
been very suitable for all 
insects, but their 
numbers are still 
declining. You only have 
to look at the front of 
your car to confirm this. 
The lack of dead insects 
on the bodywork 
compared with years 
gone by is as good an 
indicator as you can get. 


Undertaker’s 
fascinating

JOHN SETTLES, 
founder and director 
of Green Willow 
Funerals recently, 
gave a talk to the 
club entitled 
‘Humour in the

John explained that 
he came into the 
profession after a varied 
career, mainly in 
services to the 
community. 

He arrived in Cardiff 
in 1975 and in 1982 
became chief executive 
of Cardiff YMCA.

Green Willow was set¬ 
up, with the vow that 
they would offer 
whatever type of service 
a grieving family 
wanted, with full 
personal care at a fair 
and reasonable cost. In 
their first year, 1997, 
they handled 50 
funerals, currently they 
handle 700. 

John then moved on 
to talk about the 


distinctive humour that 
sometimes happens in 
what is, of course, a very 
emotional moment for 
the family. 

Unusual musical 
choices at cremations 
included Frank Sinatra 
singing ‘Smoke gets in 
your eyes’, and Grade 
Fields singing ‘Wish me 
luck as you wave me 
goodbye’. 

On one occasion, 

John had to organise, 
with only four days 
notice, the funeral of an 
aged aunt for two 
American ladies who 
had to fly back home at 
short notice. 

Without time to 
consider what music 
would be appropriate, he 
left the choice to a very 
young and nervous 
organist. 

The coffin was 
brought in to a spirited 
version of “The 
Dambuster’s March’, 
which the American 
ladies loved. 

Green Willow is 
owned by the trustees of 
Cardiff YMC A and all 
profit, after normal 
overheads have been 
covered, is passed to 
that charity to further its 
good works within the 
community.

Harrowing 
toll of Great 
War battles 


NEWLY- 
ELECTED 
chairman, Jean 
B i s p h a m , 
welcomed over 100 
members to Sully 
U3As July meeting 
and her first duty 
was to present the 
past chairman, Gill 
Mathias, with a 
necklace and card 
with the thanks of 
the membership. 

She thanked Gill for 
the three years she had 
served as Sully U3A’s 
first chairman. 

The speaker was Dr 
Jonathan Hicks, a 
military historian who 
was bom and lives in 
Barry. He has won 
awards for two of his 
books. 

Dr Hicks gave an 
illustrated talk on Barry 
and the Great War. He 
said his interest in the 
Great War was sparked 
by the involvement in 
the conflict of his 
grandfather and great 
uncle. 

Because of his 
research, 74 names were 
added in 2007 to the 
memorial in Barry

men from Barry enlisted 
and he hightlighted the 
stories of several of 
them set against the 
horrendous conditions 
that the men faced in the 
trenches. 

The scale of 
casualties and numbers 
of dead was hard to 
imagine and their young 
age was particulary 
poignant. He reminded 
the audience of the part 



played by women as 
clerks, nurses and 
factory workers. 

There were many 
questions from the 
audience and Dr Hicks 
was thanked by Jean for 
giving the members 
such a memorable talk. 

To mark the 
centenary of the 
outbreak of World War 
One, members of Sully 
U3A’s local history 
group have compiled a 
booklet on the men 
commemorated on the 
memorial in St John 
Baptist Church, Sully 
and on their parents’ 
gravestones in the 
churchyard which 
should be available 
shortly. 

In conjunction with 
this, pupils from Sully 
School recently took 
part in a competition 
associated with War 
Medals with prizes 
being sponsored by 
Sully U3A.

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A fiasco, or long overdue reform... 

Election candidates 
in row over benefits 
of universal credit 


A ROW has broken out between the two 
front-running candidates for the Vale 
constituency in next May’s general election 
over the UK Coalition’s ‘universal credit’ 
system. 

Coun Chris Elmore, the Labour challenger, claims it 
has cost the taxpayer over £600m, without even being 
put into operation - w hi le Alun Cairns, the current MP, 
who will stand again for the Conservatives, insisted it 
aims to end a ‘money for nothing’ culture encouraged 
by the Labour Party. 

Universal credit is a new single payment for people 
who are looking for work or on a low income, and 
brings together a range of benefits into a single 
payment. 

Coun Elmore said its introduction had been a 
fiasco: “A system designed to simplify ‘benefit 
delivery’ has proved it does anything but. 

“Plagued by IT problems and delays in rollout, this 
whole episode has cost the taxpayers hundreds of 
millions and not made one iota of difference to the 
benefits regime. Their incompetence is costing the 
country dearly. 

“We need to make the social security system fairer 
and more robust; however, the UK Government’s 
general ineptitude in rolling out universal credit has 
put that project on hold,” he stated. 

“Now we have learnt that after four long years of 
development, the Treasury is refusing to sign off the 
universal credit project, with grave concerns over 
value for money and whether the system meets its 
objectives. 

“Tory Ministers need to get a grip of the situation as 
their already damaged reputation fades away even 
further. 

“Universal credit is designed to be a streamlined 
benefit, replacing six means-tested benefits and tax 
credits. Persistent IT failures and delays have cost the 
taxpayer hundreds of millions of pounds.

“The National Audit Office recently reported that 
the implementation of universal credit suffered from 
‘weak management, ineffective control and poor 
governance’.” 

Treasury sign-off 

The Government has been analysing the results 
from 12 pilot schemes run in Wales, England and 
Scotland and would like to fully introduce universal 
credit by 2017. 

Last week in the House of Commons, the Work and 
Pensions Secretary Iain Duncan Smith, told MPs the 
business case for universal credit would be signed off 
by the Treasury soon. 

Mr Cairns said Coun Elmore’s comments appeared 
to be a Labour Party press release to which he had 
attached his name, and went on: “Under the previous 
system, some people claiming benefits who worked 
the 17th hour ended up losing 98p for every pound 
they earned. It was hardly an incentive to work longer! 

“Universal credit will always reward those who 
work. Naturally, we need to protect those who can’t 
work. 

“He doesn’t seem to know that universal credit 
hasn’t rolled out to the Vale yet and so many charitable 
groups, as well as the Labour Party in Parliament, have 
supported the changes. 

“The figures he suggests are wrong and have been 
rejected by the National Audit Office. The last 
Government lost £2 billion on the NHS IT system, but 
he says nothing about this.” 

Mr Cairns said that most of the public back benefit 
reform. 

“In truth, the money for nothing culture which 
developed under Labour has been dismantled and he is 
simply using universal credit as a cover for an attack 
on the welfare changes that most people agree are 
vastly overdue.”

Taxi driver 
loses his 
ban appeal 


THE Dinas Powys 
Rotary Club last week 
welcomed Mr Gwyn 
Roberts, of the Royal 
Mint, Llantrisant to 
the club’s new 
presidential year 
dining night at the 
golf club. 

He gave a excellent 
presentation on the 
world’s leading export 
mint, making coins and 
medals for an average of 
60 countries every year. 

However, its first 
responsibility is to make 
and distribute UK coins, 
as well as to supply 
blanks and official 
medals. 

The original Mint was 
in the Tower of London, 
but in 1968 the Queen 
opened the site at 
Llantrisant in readiness 
for the introduction of 
the decimal coinage. 

The Mint employs 


more than 900 people 
and has the Ministry of 
Defence Police oversee 
the security of the 35- 
acre site, which operates 
round-the-clock for 52 
weeks a year. 

Gwyn explained that 
the Royal Mint can 
produce 90 million coins 
and blanks a week - 
almost five billion coins 
a year and supplies coins 
to countries throughout 
the world. 

But probably its 
greatest achievement 
was producing the 
medals for the London 
Olympic Games, even 
getting duplicate medals 
to London within six 
hours for results that 
were tied, three-and-a- 
half hours of which was 
by road. 

Rotarian Tim Hubbard 
gave the a vote of thanks 
on behalf of the club. 


A TAXI driver who 
had his licences 
revoked for alleged 
sexual misconduct, 
has had his appeal 
refused by Cardiff 
Magistrates Court. 

Ibrahim Gashi had 
held his Hackney 
Carriage and Private 
Hire Driver Licences 
since 2007, but had 
them revoked after he 
was arrested in 
connection with an 
alleged incident 

involving a female 
passenger. 

Gashi was accused of 
engaging in sexual 
activity with a female 
passenger in his taxi 
before then taking her 
home. 

The Vale Council 
argued that he broke 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Hackney Carriage and 
Private Hire Driver 
Conditions, which 
states that Hackney 
Carriage and Private 
Hire Drivers are 
expected to behave at 
all times in a civil, 
orderly and reasonable 
manner. 

Criminal charges 
were never brought, but 
the Vale Council stood 
by its officers’ decision 
to revoke Mr Gashi’s 
licences, stating that his 
actions on that night 


breached their 

stringent conditions. 

The magistrate 

addressed Mr Gashi at 
his appeal hearing, 
saying: “You are acting 
as a public servant in 
the course of your 
employment and it was 
you who instigated 
sexual intercourse with 
a fee-paying passenger, 
who was either drunk 
or very emotional. 

“Under these 

circumstances, we 
uphold the decision of 
the council.” 

Leader of the 
Council, Neil Moore, 
said: “Residents in the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
must be entitled to 
travel securely, safe in 
the knowledge that our 
taxi and hackney 
carriage drivers are 
reliable, honest and 
trustworthy, 
particularly when 
anyone is travelling 
alone. 

“This sends a very 
clear message to 
everyone, that this sort 
of behaviour cannot 
and will not be 
tolerated in the Vale of 
Glamorgan.”

Gareth Andrews batted very well in the middle 
order for 30 and it was left to Ollie Pike , with 
another very useful innings of 26 not out, to take the 
Vale’s score passed 200.
